"The  Moses  Kimball  Farm^emetery. 

Just  beyond  the  Paul  Averill   farm  on  Forest  St.,   in  the  Kimball 
district  of  North  Ar>dover ,  Mass . ,   is  located  the  farm  which    was  for- 
merly owned  by  Mr.  Loses  Kimball,  a  ^evolutionary  soldier,   .vho  march- 
ed from  Andover  to  Cambridge, April  19,  1775, as  a  member  of  Capt.  Josh- 
ua Holt's  Company.     This  farm  is  now  owned  by  Mr.  Beo  Albers  of  Law- 
rence,Mass.,  who  occupies  it  during  the  summer  months. 

We  find  on  this  farm  another  family  cemetery  which  contains  only 
two  real  gravestones.     Thse  stones  mark  the  graves  of  Loses  ivimball ' s 
grand -daughter      and  her  husband.   It  is  said  that  Moses  Kimball,  the 
^evolutionary  soldier, is  buried  here,   and  as  he  lived  ahd  died  on 
this  farm  at  over  90  years  of  age,   in  1822,   it  is  no  doubt  very  true. 

7/e  do  not  find  a  record  of  his  grand  daughter's  death  or  her  husband's 
death  in  the  Arr.over  Vital  Records  published  in  1912. 

A  few  years  more  and  this  cemetery  as  far  as  outward  appearance 
shows  will  fail  to  exist.

The  KNEELAND  FAMILY 
of  AND OVER 

Early  mention  of  a  Kneeland  is  made  in  Andover  in  1657,  in  the  will 
of  Alexander    Simpson,  who  gave  to  Mary  Kneeland,  his    nurse,  a  legacy 
of  4  £• 

John  Kneeland  was  a  member  of  the  Scotch.  Charitable  Society.  1657. 

Sarah  Kneelnad,  who  married  Samuel  Abbott  of  Andover,  was  widow  of 
Bartholomew  Kneeland  of  Charlestown  or  Boston,  and  came  to  Andover,  acc- 
ording to  South  Church    Manual,  in  1791,  from  the  Brattle  St.,  Church  in 
Boston.  He  d.  in  1812,  age  80.  Sarah  died  Feb. 12,  1816  at  89. 

Sally  Kneeland,  daughter  of  wiflow  Sarah,  married  Timothy  Ames  of 
^eterboro,  H.H.,  son  of    Capt.  ^en  Ames, 

John  kneeland,     son  of  widow  ^arah,  married  1st,  nebecca  Austin,  who 
joined  South  Church,  1801;   she  d.  1819.  His  second  wife  was  ^riscilla 
Abbott,  of  the  George  Washington  visit  fame,  daughter  of  Isaac  Abbott, 
the  tavern  keeper  on  Elm  street,  whom  he  married  on  June  6,  1820.  She 
was  born  on  June    1,  1770;  died  Feb.l7,  1830.

Mary  Ann  (3)  Loring,  v/ho  married  Robert  Callahan,  writes  an  instructive 
letter  on  the  trip  to  the  West  of  her  father, Tom  (2)  Loring,  with  his 
wife  Sally(Russell )  and  his  little  brood  about  1818.      From  C.H.A.:- 

The  family  stayed  in  New  York  awhile  while  Tom  got  in  with  the 
Steamboat  people  and  had  a  chance  to  go  to  Natshez ,Miss •  He  started 
off  with  his  family  in  a  covered  wagon- John  (3)  being  a  babe  in  arms. 

After  they  got  over  the  mountains  they  went  down  the  Alleghany 
River  in  a  flat  boat-  a  large  double-decked  affair-  a  deck  at  each  end 
and  a  space  between-  operated  by  the  current.  Two  families  could  squat 
comfortably-one  at  each  end-    under  awnings.  On  these  boats  were  four 
fire-places  where  they  cooked  hoe-cake  ,corn  'read,  hasty  pudding  and 
fish.  Potatoes  were  plentiful  and  common,  but  Mary  Ann  says  she  never 
saw  a  cracker  until  she  was  grov/n  and     came  back  -^ast. 

When  they  reached  Cincinnati  the  Ohio  River  froze,  as  they  had 
started  late.  The  boat  could    go  no  farther  until  the  river  was  free 
again,  so  Mr.  Long  started  out  to  see  what  he  could  do.  ne  found  a 
straggling  village  beyond  a  hill,  and  there  discovered  an  empty  house. 
Its  owner  said  that  he  was  awfully  lonesome  and    if  Tom  would  stay  they 
might  have  the  place  rent  free  for  3  months. 

They  could  get  no  furniture,   so  mother  Sally,  who  was  a  good 
contriver,  covered  barrel  chairs  and  they  made  furniture  out  of  odds 
and  ends  until  Tom  got  a  start.  Sally  and  Mary  Ann  remembered  eating 
their  meals  kneeling  in  front  of  an  overturned  tub. 

Tom  hired  a  patch  of  land  from  the  Shakers  who  had  a  farm  back 
in  the  hills,  and  he  raised  broom  corn  and  learned  to  make  brooms.  On 
his  trips  down  the  Mississippi  later  he  sol<^_  his  own  bromms  and  those 
made  by  the  Shakers.   On  these  trips  he  took  young  Tom,  and  junior  learn- 
ed to  make  saddle-trees  which  were  in  go  d  demand  as  everybody  at  that 
time  rode  horseback. 
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Tom(2)     put  the  machinery  in  the  first  Ohio  River  steamboat, 

Sally  discovered  a  half  barrel  of  flour  in  the  attic      of  their  new 
house  and  the  owner  gave  it  to  her.  From  this  she  made  a  fine  quantity  of 
starch,  and  young  Tom  and  Sally  peddled  it  about.  When  the  barrel  was  emp- 
ty it  became  another  chair.     The  owner  of  two  lar^e  brick  houses  where  of-f 

icials  needed  laundry  work  done,  availed    himself  of  Mrs.LoriI\g' 

skill, and  one  way  and  another,  the  family  got  along,  pioneer-fashion. 

Their  relative  ,  grandpa  ftus sell , promised  to  set  them  up  in  Andover 
if  they  would  come  back  again  and  sent  money  for  their  return.  They  sold 
everything  they  would  not  need  and  started    for  Buffalo,     coming  back  with 
their  own  wagon  and  a  prairie  scho  ner,   in  which  they  lived  until  they 
got  to  the  canal  boat,  on  Lake  Erie.

7/hen  they  first  returned/Tom  went  to  Boston  for  a  time  and  stayed  with 
iiben  ljovejoy,  wnose  mother  rhebe (Russell  )    v/as  Tom's  aunt.  Lovejoy  had  a 
store  there  but  Tom  did  not  fancy  the  life  of  a  clerk.  He  liked  his  trade, 
but  there  was  no  demand  here  for  sadale-trees .  besides,  he  had  left  a 
young  lady,  Hannah  Smith,  out  near  the  Ohio,  and  he  longed  to  go  back. 
The  Boston  girls  of  the  day  were  a  mere  bag  of  bones  to  Tom,  v/hose  taste 
ran  to  Western  models, so  he  went  back.  ftannah,  in  the  meantime,  had 

been  annexed  by  a  rival-  but  Keziah  Murray  took  her  place  in  his  heart. 


Once  when  Mrs.   Callahan    went  West     she  rode  with  an  old  stage  driver 
whose  name  was  Lorihg.  On  inquiry  she  learned  that  he  was  her  UNCLE  WILL- 
IAM .  He  was  pleased  to    hear  all  about  her  family  and  asked  her  to  stay 
over  and  visit  at  his  home,  which  she  v/as  unable  to  do  at  the  time. 

Her  son  came  East  later  -  and  said  that  his  mother  and  her  uncle's 
family  had  corresponded,  and  that  uncle  Bill's  wife  was  very  disappointed 
at  her  failure  to  meet     Mrs.  Callahan. 
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Another  LORI1IG  family  represented  here  in  Andover , descends  from 
Thomas   (1)  Loring  v/ho  came  from  Axminster,  England, in  1635     and  went 
first  to  Hingham.
